One of the most ridiculous portions of our 
government is that relating to the collection 
of tuxes. If a tax is not paid within a certain 
time, good* found on the premises are seized 
and sold. 
So far, bo good! but if uo goods 
ore found the tax is returned to tile County 
Treasurer as unpaid. 
If tho property belongs 
to a resident it is reassessed the next year a* 
a rejected tax; sud ii not collected the p r o s i­ 
ly is placed among that of the non-rcsideuts. 
bo lar, good! lf the property belongs to u 
non-resident the County Treasurer sells a 
lenin of it, receiving the umouiit of the tax 
and certain fee* us the price of the lease of it. 
Till* niintiitf ti***- he*»e(i'* *•* iw 
rj |r» ll*© 
town. and raised by general tax the next year. 
Every year we thus p sf the County Treasurer 
about f t . UDO for lease of lots bid into town, 
while not over $500 is received by the Super­ 
visor from the owners of these lots, for the re­ 
demption of these leases. We go or. from year 
to year buying leases of these same lots until 
in some cases we have paid more than they 
are worth. 
Mr. Coffin S. Brown, the Supervisor of Cort­ 
land, seeing this and other defects in our tax 
laws, introduced a resolution in the Board of 
Supervisors, which was adopted, requesting 
Mr. Daniel Hunt, the Supervisor of Lewisboro, 
to draft an act amendatory of tho existing 
law. 
Mr, Brown’s idea, and, we suppose, Mr. 
Huut's, is, that each town shall make full re­ 
turns to the County Treasurer of the mate and 
county taxes, and that the tax sales hereafter 
shall be conducted by the Su;>ervisor8 of the 
towns to which they belong. 
Tho County 
Treasurer has no lime to look after the own­ 
ers of lot* to bo sold, and simply receives 
what i* brought him; (tut Hie Supervisor, 
with the aid of the assessors and receiver of 
taxes, would Aud many of these [ art ie* aud In­ 
duce them to pay. There ar* some towns which 
pay their taxes iu full to the Couuty Treas­ 
urer; while others, like our town, return him 
from $10,000 to $20,000 uncollected. 
The 
County Treasurer is, therefore, compelled 
to borrow money on the credit of the county, 
until these unpaid taxes are covered through 
the tax sales, aud every towu has to pay its 
share of the interest aud the cost of advertis­ 
ing. 
This is unjust; and this injustice would 
be removed by substituting town sates for 
county sales. 
On first thought some might 
object to towu sales, on the ground that the 
leases given might not he looked oo as favor­ 
ably as county leases. 
But they will se* that 
every village has its own lax sale, and in most 
cases village leases ar* preferred to county 
leases. 
This subject of village aud county 
leases introduces another detect in our tax 
laws. 
A man buys a lease at a county sale 
for 1,000 years; tho next day the same lot ii 
sold at a village sale, or vice reran. 
As tho 
law 
now 
stands, 
we 
believe 
that the 
first 
purchaser 
loses 
his 
money 
en­ 
tirely. 
Again, 
tlie 
town 
or 
an 
in­ 
dividual 
buys 
a 
lease 
of 
a 
lot 
at 
couuty sale this year for 1,000 years.— 
Next year it i3 bought by some one else, an I J 
the former purchaser’s lease is rendered null 
and void. We suggest that Hie law be a l l u d ­ 
ed bo that the second purchaser’s lease will be 
of no value during the time the previous lease 
wa« given for, unless ho redeems the latter; 
and that in such case the owner must refund 
him the amouut he has paid for both lease?. 
Now, any rascal can refuse to pay his taxes 
for ten years, graciously permitting the town 
to be compelled to take leases on his lot. The 
eleventh year lie goes to the sale and buys his 
lot in himself for 1,000 years, wiping out the 
jtown's ten leases paid for in the jMJople’s mon­ 
ey, and thus lie pays only one eleventh of the 
taxes due on his lot. 
Tho suggest ion we I 
have made, remedies this detect.— Molt ut 
Vernon Chronicle.

Tbo unexpected result of the English elec­ 
tion is partially to be accounted for by the 
fact that the present Is the first general elec­ 
tion held under the new ballot law. 
Former­ 
ly there was simply a show of hands at the 
elections, and every man who voted thus pub­ 
licly against -Jil3 despots (trades unions or 
otherwise) seriously compromised h¡3 inter­ 
ests. Now, as with us, nobody need know 
whom he votes for. 
Which makes all the 
difference In the world. 


It shakes our faith somewhat in the proba­ 
bility of a short session of the Legislature to 
be told that thero arc more than six hundred 
bills pending which have not so far passed 
either house. 
We hope that every one of 
them is of a public character, and in somo 
form desirable for the public good. 
Yet the 
strain upon our stock of confidence in human 
nature has been so great for a time buck that 
wo mast be pardoned for doubting it. 


The first great need of a new Chief Justice 
is food. 
His friends assume that, at any rate, 
and proceed to stuff him to repletion. 
Mr. 
Waite is threatened with numerous dinners as 
soon as he comes East. 
He may be beyond 
the damaging reach of the politicians, but the 
cooks will lay for him and make him taste 
their quality, will he, nil he. 
AH light ; the 
principal expounder of the constitution should 
not be without a good one himself; and the 
man who can conquer a heavy dinner will 
never be crashed by ermine. 


If we may trust the melunclioly picture 
presented by Mr. Forster in his recent volume 
of the last years of Charles Dickens, it is for- 
tnnate for him and for us that the great 
author died when he did. 
He had done his 
work and was even morbidly conscious of bis 
failiug powers. 
Dickens was always an ac­ 
tor, yet we are sorry to receive Mr. Forster's 
account of his restlessness when oat of the 
public eyes as a true portrait of the m anto 
whom wc are indebted for so many happy 
hour.?.

Laboring men who are complaining of the 
hard limes should see the p ro p riety of abat­ 
ing their demands to suit the emergency.— 
Money is scarce, but the price of labor re­ 
mains about where it was before the panic. 
Dr. John Hall,in his remarks at the New York 
Produce Exchange the other day, stated that 
an artisan had asked him for the gift of fifty 
cents, declaring at the same time that he 
would not accept work unless he could get 
live dollars a day. 
We hope Dr. llall refused 
to give the money, for such an applicant de­ 
serves to suffer. 
It will be scon at once that 
distress of that kind is very difficult to deal 
with: With their eyes blinded by a wretched, 
egotistic pride, hundreds and thousands of 
workingmen will resort to the soup houses and 
other charities lather than take les3 for a job 
than the old rates. 
A tailor may have an 
empty stomach, but he wauls his original 
price for sewing on a button; a mason may 
go home to a cold house and hungry wife and 
children, but lie entertains the preposterous 
idea that his “ manhood,” or his “ dignity,’ 
requires him to starve and freeze rather than 
take a few cents less per cubic loot for laying 
a stoue wall. 
Won’t workmen be as sensible 
as the capital which they denounce and com­ 
plain of? If not, sad experience should bring 
them to reason—and it will. 


In the House debate relative to the creation 
of a commission to ascertain the losses sus­ 
tained by settlers in Oregon at the hands of 
the Modocs, Mr. Shanks, of the Indian Com­ 
mittee, showed that he entertained the idyllic 
notion of the savage nature. 
He thinks the 
red men, even the miserable specimens yet in 
existence, to be an abused and maligned race. 
The pen portraits of the noble aborigines as 
painted by Cooper seem to meet Mr. Shank's 
idea of what the Creator intended when lie 
called into being the lierocs of the tomahawk 
and scalping-kntfc. 
If the swarthy denizens 
of the woods have deteriorated in any way, it 
is to be attributed to association with white 
men. 
To this we have to say yes and no. 
So far as the Indian has been brought in con­ 
tact with the worst classes of our white fron­ 
tier population, he has suffered from it. 
Dut 
ho is intrinsically treacherous and savage. 
His virtues are like those of tbo rattlesnake and 
tiger ana exercised under similar conditions. 
The human race grew up through many in­ 
ferior stages, and each of these has given 
place to its successor, to the advautago of all 
concerned. 
We are gladthe red man is nearly 
extinct; ha has served his purpose. 
He is no 
more capable of genuine civilization than a 
kaDgoroo; and 
the sooner the red-crayon 
sketch of his malicious phiz is wiped from the 
canvas the better. 
Let him have fair play 
while he lives, but let no one regret his pass­ 
age to the happy hunting-ground*.

T a x Sales. 
Oue of the most ridiculous portions of our 
government is that relating to the collection 
of taxes. If a tax is not paid within a certain 
time, goods found ou the premises are seized 
and sold. 
So far, so good ! but if 110 goods 
are found tbe tax is returned to the County 
Treasurer as unpaid. 
If the property belongs 
to a resident it is reassessed the next year as 
a rejected lax; and il not collected the proper­ 
ty is placed among that of the non-residents 
So far, good! If the property belongs to a 
non-resklent the County Treasurer sells s. 
lease of it, receiving the amount of the tax 
and certain fees as the price of the lease of it.

In (lie 
town, aud raised by general tax the next year. 
Every year we thus pay the County Treasurer 
about $4,000 for lease of lots bid into town, 
while not over $500 is received by the Super­ 
visor from the owners of these lots, for the re­ 
demption of these leases. We go or. from year 
to year buying leases of these same lots until 
in some cases we have paid more than they 
are worth. 
Mr. Coffin S. Brown, the Supervisor of Cort 
laud, seeing this and other defects in oar tax 
laws, introduced a resolution in the Board of 
Supervisors, which was adopted, requesting 
Mr. Daniel Hunt, the Supervisor of Lewisboro, 
to draft an act amendatory of the existin^ 
law. 
Mr.. Brown’s idea, and, we suppose, Hr! 
Huut’s, is, that each town shall make full re 
turns to the County Treasurer of the state aud 
county taxes, and that the tax sales hereafter 
shall be conducted by the Supervisors of the 
towns to which they belong. 
The County 
Treasurer has 110 time to look after the own­ 
ers of lots to be sold, and simply receives 
what is brought him; but the Supervisor, 
witli the aid of the assessors and receiver of 
taxes, would find many of these parties and in­ 
duce them to pay. There are some towns which 
pay their taxes in full to tbe County Treas­ 
urer; while others, like our town, return him 
from $10,000 to $20,000 uncollected. 
The 
County Treasurer is, therefore, compelled 
to borrow money on the credit of the county, 
until these unpaid taxes are covered through 
the tax sales, and every town has to pay its 
share of the interest and the cost of advertis­ 
ing. 
This is unjust; and this injustice would 
be removed by substituting town sales for 
county sale3. 
On first thought some might 
object to towu sales, on the ground that tbe 
leases given might not be looked on as favor­ 
ably as county leases. 
But they will see that 
every village lias its own tax sale, and in most 
cases village leases are preferred to county 
leases. 
This subject of village aud county 
leases introduces auother defect iu our tax 
laws. 
A man buys a lease at a county sale 
for 1,000 years; tbe next day tbe same lot is 
sold at a village sale, or vice versa. 
As the 
law now stands, 
we 
believe 
that the 
first 
purchaser 
loses 
his 
money 
en­ 
tirely. 
Again, 
the 
town 
or 
an 
in­ 
dividual 
buys 
a 
lease 
of 
a lot 
at 
a county sale this year for 1,000 years.— 
Next year it is bought by some one else, and 
the former purchaser’s lease is rendered null 
and void. We suggest that the law be amend­ 
ed so that the second purchaser’s lease will be 
of no value during the time the previous lease 
was given for, unless he redeems the latter; 
and that in such case the owner must refund 
him the amount he has paid for both leases. 
Now, any rascal can refuse to pay liis taxes 
for ten years, graciously permitting the town 
to be compelled to take leases 011 his lot. The 
eleventh year he goes to the sale and buys his 
lot in himself for 1,000 years, wiping out the 
town’s ten leases paid for in the people’s mon­ 
ey, and thus he pays only oue eleventh of the 
taxes due on hia lot. 
The suggestion we 
have made, remedies this defect.—Mount 
Vernon Chronicle.

emitted being a description of the Woolley 
boas*:

On* of thee* sets of apartments, on the 
main floor, has been empty for two years. Ou 
Friday, the Ctb lust., Patrick Ryan, with bi* 
family, took poaaeaaion.of these rooms. Whilo 
moving in hi* children amused themselves by 
inspecting the nooks and crannies of their 
new home. 
In one of the small back rooms 
they discovered a chimney flue extending from 
the floor upward, hut haring no atove-pipe 
bole in. 
About eight inchee above the floor 
was a square opening into this flue, covered 
by a sheet-iron thimble. 
This thimble the 
ohildren removed, and peering into tbs dark 
hole they discovered a bu rn a u *kulL 
Whether 
they knew what It was or not, does not now 
appear; but esteeming it a curiosity, they 
dragged it out, and mounting it on a pole, 
formed a procession, and like a band of young 
savages went parading after it np and down 
the streot. 
Some passers observed their 
movements, and noticing the character of 
their standard, stopped them and made some 
investigations, gathering the above particu­ 
lars. 
The parents of the children, when their 
attention was tailed to tho performance, 
quickly took the skull away a id buried it in a 
bank of (Mirth in th* rear of the house. 


DB. VAN REXSS1LABX'* OFTNIOK. 
A day or two afterward Dr. W. A. Van 
Rensselaer visited th* house professional!?, 
when he heard of this occurrence. 
He caused 
th* skull to be disinterred, and after exam­ 
ining it closely wrapped it in a paper and 
took it away with him. 
He subsequently 
gave it a more critical examinatioa in the 
presence of a Snu reporter, aud pronounced 
it to be that of a young woman apparently 
about eighteen or twentv years of age. 
The 
cranium proper was perfect and uninjured. 
The left side of the superior maxillary bone, 
lh* mastoid process and th* angle of the jaw 
were fractured, the latter wound carrying 
away the wisdom tooth and its socket. 
These 
wounds, the doctor thought, had beeu inflicted 
by some blunt instrument. 
Th* conditio* of 
th* fracture* indicates that the person was 
struck, 
while 
alive probably, 
with dome 
weapon, th* blow falling upon the face im­ 
mediately under the right eye, end passing 
downward and slightly inward, tore away lh* 
whole cheek anil probably destroyed the lower 
jaw, which is missing entirely. In the doctor's 
opinion the blow passed on until it sundered 
th* jugular vein and carotid artery, which lay 
directly in its course, and doubtless produced 
immediate death. 
The ekuil has evidently been subjected to 
the action of Ore, and it is not unlikely that 
the flesh was burned of! it after death. 
There 
are no indications upon or abeat It that it 
has ever beeu any length of tim* in the 
ground.

Tbs flue in which this horrid relic was found 
was afterward examined by Dr. Van Rens­ 
selaer and the Sun reporter, assisted by a 
mason. 
It was found completely stopped up 
with soot, loose bricks and fragments of mor­ 
tar from a point just over the hole in which 
the skull was found to th* floor above, a dis­ 
tance of about eight feet. 
This accumulated 
deposit was removed without bringlag to light 
any other portions of a human skeleton. 
The 
deposit was apparently the gradual accumu­ 
lation of years, and was all above tbs skull. 
A singular circumstance is, that where the 
skull lay the flue was clean; or rather, there 
was a cubical space there aholt twelve inched 
lo dimensions either way, that had evidently 
been scooped out to make room for this strange 
deposit. 
The rubbish in th* chimney w»s held 
above it by its owq compactness. 
Had the 
■kail falleu in from ubove, this rubbish would 
fallen upon and packed itself about It. 
8o 
that it follows that the rubbish was excavated 
expressly to make room for ii. and that It was 
pnrpovwi), |.lae«rt ttmro dOlllHie*. M a -etui* 
hiding place. 
Who put it there! and when? 


TUB LAST TENANT 
of this apartm ent was a woman named Aune 
Patterson of Saugerties, who was known about 
Rondout by th* euphonious appellation el 
Fancy Ann*. 
Her reputation was vile in th* 
extreme, aud ber rooms were the resort of (he 
lowest aud most dissolute of th* community 
of both **ies. 
Auntlier family named Van 
Bramer. who now live somewhere in New 
York, also lived in a pertion of thee* tene­ 
ments, and added to th* general disrepute of 
th* place. 
In fact, until quit* recently the 
reparation of th* house bae been such that re­ 
spectable ladies passiag along th* street 
would invariably cross to th* opposite side- 
walk and hasten by. 
Such has been the char­ 
acter of the place where now is brought to 
light this fearful evidence of a terrible crime. 
The Mansion House at Rondout b u long 
enjoyed an excellent reputation as one of th* 
beet hotel* on the line of lh* Hudson river. 
It is still in the enjoyment of that deserved 
popularity. 
A former employee of this bouse 
tells the following story to our reporter, which 
may furnish a clue to this dark crime: 
One morniog in the latter part of May, or 
early in Jane, 1870, a gentleman and lady ar­ 
rived at the Maueion House, presumably hav- 
ing arrived by the boat from New York. 
The 
gentleman was apparently about forty-flve 
years of age, rather tail aud heavy, with a full 
browu beard, and hair of the sam* color, cut 
short. 
He was genteely dressed la dark 
clothing, wore a gold watch and chain, but no 
other jewelry, and was exceedingly reserved 
and quiet in hie manners. The lady' was quite 
stylishly dressed. 
Sh* wore a drab suit,made 
in fashionable style, and elegantly trimmed; a 
neat futile butterfly of a bat; untarnished 
gloves, and a great assortment of rich jewel­ 
ry. 
She appeared to be yeuug, hardly past 
schoolgirl age, aud very beautiful. 
Her 
height was scarcely more th at five feet, her 
figure perfectly erect, and her carnage almost 
queenly. 
Hor hair was of the prevailing 
blonde. 
The party bad only one satchel be 
tween them. 
The gentleman registered the 
names as 


“ C. J. CRANDALL AND LAD?, NBW TOBE." 
They were shown to room* 
Mr. Crandall 
ordered breakfast for himself aud wife in his 
room. 
Alter breakfast he went out and did 
not return until the middle of the afternoon, 
when he ordered dinner for the two seat to 
his room. 
Ile said hie wife wa* not feeling 
well, and could not leave ber room. 
Early iu 
the evening Mr. Crandall went out again, and 
remained away until nearly midnight. 
The 
second day was a repetition of the first day’s 
action. 
He stayed away uearly all day, aud 
she remained bidden in her room. 
Just et 
twilight on the second day the two walked 
out together. They turned up Divialon street. 
After the house bad closed that night, which 
wa* after midnight, Mr. Craudall returned 
alone. 
The porter admitted him. 
He left 
word to be called in time for the first morning 
train, and left before breakfast. 
When pay­ 
ing his bill something was said about hts 
wife, when he manifested a little confusion; 
but said she bad gone to stay with some 
friends up town. 
When he left the bouse he 
took bis satchel with bim. 
Nothing has ever 
been geeno' him or the lady aine*. 
Their 
strange conduct attracted considerable atten­ 
tion aud remark at the time, but it was soon 
forgotten, aud bas not been thought of sioee, 
until the recent discovery in Woolley’s tene­ 
ment house. 
I* it possible that this is an 
Alice Bowlsby case without the sudden ex 
posuro that befell that notorious tragedy? 
If the citizens of our city were excited be­ 
fore, it will be safe to suy that after reading 
the above they will be simply uuable to con­ 
tam themselves, 
for all the elements of a 
tragedy are bore, aud there will be but one 
regret. 
Why didn’t the reporter go further, 
aud tell us what that elderly gentleman did 
with the balance of that body, whether he eut 
the woman’s head off ta the street aud put 
the skull away, or why not bare suggested 
that he put her head in tho chimney, and then 
jerked ber body from it ? 
He should have con 
suited Dr. Van Rensselaer on all these points. 
Or perhaps he packed all the other bones iu 
that little satchel. 
There are a few Inaccura­ 
cies about the account, however, which we 
diem it oar duty to mention before we get 
up 
an 
Alice 
Bowlsby 
excitement 
In 
Rondout. 
First, 
the 
skull 
was 
not 
feuud lo the chimney by the Ryan children, 


bat was toned ta an aih-pan with tome other 
rubbish by Michael Barry, a mason, who took 
ii to b t a dog’s skull and threw it oat back of 
the house. 
The spectacle of the San reporter 
digging In the cellar for the balance of the 
bones must have been very teaching. 
Sec­ 
ond, while the skull is undoubtedly that of a 
female, she was hardly eighteen or twenty 
years of age, as sheep are seldom bought by 
Rondout butchers after they are over ten. 
The learned doctor Is quite right about the 
mastoid process, the superior maxillary bone, 
the wisdom tooth, socket, Ac. 
We find no 
difficulty In believing that tho femalo was 
probably Injured while alive, a3 our butchers 
seldom kill dead sheep, and it is not a very vio­ 
lent supposition that they severed the Jugular 
vein and carotid artery, 
as quito often hap­ 
pens iu our shambles. 
We deem it due to the public, however, to 
state that there arc two other theories. 
Our 
Is that the skull is that of a goat, which play­ 
ing on the chimney incautiously tumbling iuto it 
raised such a dust in the soot that he sneezed 
his head off. 
While this theory is not to be 
sneezed at, it yet does not satisfy that longing 
of the human breast which causes it to sigh 
for th* wonderful and heartrending. 
Another 
hypothesis we have heard stated Is, that the 
skull is that of the man Dr. Yau Rensselaer 
shot iu O’Reilly’* woods. 
But that was only 
a short time ago, and how was the flesh re­ 
moved so quickly? 
We must here be allowed to express our ad­ 
miration at Dr. Van Rensselaer sitting calmly 
in bl* study and skillfully yet irrefutably, 
with only a sheep’* skull to work upon, evolv­ 
ing from it a young woman of eighteen or 
twenty. 
It is thus that science commands 
our 
admiration, 
aud 
what was once the 
(sheep’s) figure-head of a hoodlum procession 
becomes the connecting link that reveals a 
horrid crimo and sets all respectable citizens 
shivering lo their beds. 
But when that In­ 
ner consciousness of Dr. Van Rensselaer once 
gets fairly to work there’s no telling what it 
will produce. 
To show how hard the Sun reporters worked 
to make a sensation, it is well to uote that 
the Fancy Anno mentioned didn’t live in the 
house only five weeks and about a year or 
two subsequent to the date of tho reported 
visit of tho gentleman and lady to the Man­ 
sion House. 
The apartm ents occupied by the 
Van Bramer family were separated from those 
iu which the animal's skull was found by an 
•utirc section and more of ihe house.

Saturday last, Feb. 14th, beiug the seventy- 
fourth anniversary of the birth of Gen. Joseph 
8. Smith of this city, the day was made lh* 
occasion of a family dinner party at his resi­ 
dence od Albany avenue, at which but one 
guest, Mr. James 8. McEntee, oilier than 
members of the General's family, was present. 
Gtaoral Smith came from near Delhi, in Dela­ 
ware county, to Kingston in lS24,siuc* which 
tim* be bas continued to resiJc in what is 
now the city. 
On bis arrival in Kingston he 
•ngaged in mercantile pursuits in a store 
which formerly stood on the corner of F.ast 
Front and John streets, and while so engaged 
the Delaware A Hudson canal was iu course 
of construction, and nearly everything used 
by th* contractors of the work and their men, 
all the way from Eddyville to Port Jervis, wa* 
furnished by General Smith aud the firm of 
Peter A Henry Sharpe. 
While engaged in 
this business it was mainly through the exer­ 
tions of the General that what is now Wall 
street was opened as a thoroughfare to North 
Front street. 
Wall street in those days end­ 
ed at the ruins of ail old stone boose which 
stood about where the Ulster County and 
State of New York Banks now are,and direct­ 
ly across Wall street. 
Bom'* years ago, where 
the liandsotns building in which the Stat* of 
New York Bank now pilate their banking 
rooms stand, there was a brick building in 
which the firm of Smith A Perkins transacted 
bunn*-s. Upon the establishment of the King­ 
ston Bank; Gotieral Smith became on* of it* 
officers, aud served for many years in the in­ 
stitution as cashier and president. 
Ho many 
years ago became identified with the temper­ 
ance reform and has continued to booue of its 
most active and hard working promoters. He 
baa beeu President of tho State Temperance 
Society more than once, lf our memory serves 
us correctly, and is now one of the Vice- 
Presidents of that organization. 
Ile receives 
his military title from having commanded a 
brigade of militia under the old organization, 
having succeeded General Wynkoop,[since de­ 
ceased, lu command of the brigade whose 
headquarters were at Kiugstou. 
General 
Smith is one of the oldest resident* of Kings­ 
ton aud a man universally respected, as he 
deserves to be, having always been among the 
foremost in every movement tending toward 
the improvement of the place, either tempo­ 
rally or morally, 
lie was until lately post­ 
master at Kingston, and acknowledged by all 
unprejudiced persona to have been the best 
postmaster who ever held the office. 
Like all 
dweller* on tbi* earth the General has had his 
clouds with the sunshine, but he has boron 
his cross with a brave and patient if not al­ 
ways a cheerful spirit; and now by that reason 
of bis strength be bas passed the three score 
years and ten he “ doe* not fail to give a 
friendly welcome to new ideas, doe* not feel 
too old to learn, nor does be lose faith in hu­ 
man nature or belief in the progress of man 
to a better social condition. 
His sun is not 
setting iu clouds and darkness, but is going 
down cheerfully in a clear firmament lighted 
up by the glory of G od;”

Grand Sweepstakes in Evolvement 
Between a Sun Reporter and 
Dr. Van Rensselaer !

A New Tork Sun reporter has be«n up her* 
and found that the public is very much excited 
about a human skull. He sends the follow­ 
ing account to that paper, the part we have 
emitted being a description of the Woolsey 
house: 
WHAT PATtlCK It VAN’S CHILDREN FOUND. 
One of these seta of apartmeuts, on the 
main floor, has been empty for two years. On 
Friday, the 6th inst., Patrick Ryan, with bis 
family, took possession.of these rooms. While 
moving in his children amused themselves by 
Inspecting the nooks and crannies ot tbeir 
new home. In one of the small back rooms 
they discovered a chimney flue extending from 
the floor upward, but having no stove-pipe 
hole in. About eight inches above the floor 
was a square opening into this flue, covered 
by a sheet-iron thimble. This thimble the 
obildren removed, and peering into the dark 
hole they discovered a human skulL Whether 
they knew what it was or not, does not now 
appear; but esteeming it a curioeity, they 
dragged it out, and mountiDg it on a pole, 
formed a processiou, and like á band of young 
savages went parading after it up and down 
the street. Some pnssers observed their 
movements, and noticing the character of 
their standard, stopped them and made some 
investigations, gathering the above particu­ 
lars. The parents of the children, when their 
attention was called to tho performance, 
quickly took the skull away aid buried it in a 
bank of earth in the rear of the house. 
Dt. VAN XENSSELABR’S OPINION. 
A day or two afterward Dr. W. A. Van 
Rensselaer visited the house professionally, 
when he heard of this eccnrrence. He caused 
the skull to be disinterred, and after exam­ 
ining it elosely wrapped it in a paper and 
took it away with him. He subsequently 
gave it a more critical examination in the 
presence of a Suu reporter, aud pronounced 
it to be that of a young woman apparently 
aboat eighteen or twentv years of age. The 
cranium proper was perfect and uninjured. 
The left side of the superior maxillary bone, 
the mastoid process and the angle of the jaw 
were fractured, the latter wound carrying 
away the wisdom tooth and its socket. These 
wounds, the doctor thought, had been inflicted 
by some blunt instrument. The condition of 
the fractures iodicates that the person was 
struck, while aliv* probably, with some 
weapon, the blow falling upon the face im­ 
mediately under the right eye, and passmg 
downward and slightly iuward, tore away lb* 
whole cheek and probably destroyed tbe lower 
jaw, which is missing entirely. In the doctor’s 
opinion the blow passed on until it sundered 
the jugular vein and carotid artery, which lay 
directly in its course, and doubtless produced 
immediate death. 
The skull has evidently been subjected to 
the action ot Ore, and it is eot unlikely that 
the flesh was burned ofl it after death. Thera 
are no indications upon or abeat it that it 
has sver been any length of time id the 
ground. 
THE HIDING FLACE Or THE SEULL. 
The flue in which this horrid relic was found 
was afterward examined by Dr. Van Rens­ 
selaer and the Sun reporter, assisted by a 
mason. It was found completely stopped up 
with soot, loosa bricks and fragments of mor­ 
tar from a point just over the hole In which 
the skull was found to the floor above, a dis­ 
tance of about eight feet. This accumulated 
deposit was removed without bringing to light 
any other portions of a human skeleton. The 
deposit was apparently th* gradual accumu­ 
lation of years, and was all above the skull. 
A singular circumstance is, that where the 
skull lay the flue was clean; or rather, there 
was a cubical space there abont twelve inches 
lu dimensions either way, that had evidently 
been ecoeped out to make room for this straDge 
deposit. The rubbish iu th* chimney was held 
above it by its own compactness. Had the 
skull falleu in from above, this rubbish would 
fallen upon and packed itself about it. So 
that it follows that the rubbish was excavated 
expressly to make room for it. and that it was 
->‘y plunon ttmro. (Innhf.lAM as » ecuut* 
place. Who put it there! and when! 


Ice G ath erin g. 
The harvesting of the ice crops came to a 
sudden halt on Saturday morning, owing to 
the thaw and raia of Friday. All forces em­ 
ployed In storing houses on the Rondout 
Greek, with the exception of the men engaged 
in filling Rice’s house, did no work on Satur­ 
day, as the ice was too weak to make cutting 
with horses safe. No work was done at the 
large houses in tho vicinily of the city for the 
same reason. Sufficient ice has been stored 
at various points along the river to dispel the 
fears of an ice famine, though not more than 
half a crop is yet secured. It is hoped we will 
have freezing weather for some days yet, to 
give the meB employed in the work a chasce 
to earn money enough to tide them over tbs 
shoal of want between now and spring.

K ivcr Creasing. 
The passenger sleighs between the railroad 
station at Rhiueclifl and this city were with­ 
drawn on Saturday morning, as the Ice was so 
weak. Steam was got up on the Norwich, 
and with very little difficulty she forced a 
passage at 11:30 A. M. The Lark was incap­ 
acitated for service by reason of having one 
rudder unshipped, consequently the passage 
of teams could not be effected. The mails 
due hero in the forenoon were somewhat de­ 
layed on Saturday, but after the Norwich got 
ruuning th?re was no further detention. The 
accidents occurring by breaking through the 
ice have been quite frequent considering the 
short time the ice bridge has permitted the 
passage of teams, and the Lark’s crow have 
had but a week’s rest. 


bat was found In an ash-pan with soma other 
Nibbish by Mlcbael Barry, a mason, who took 
U to be a dog's skull and threw It out back of 
the bouse. The spectacle of the San reporter 
digging In the cellar for tbe balance of the 
bones must have been very touching. Sec­ 
ond, while the sknll is undoubtedly that of a 
female, she was hardly eighteen or twenty 
years of age, as sheep are seldom bought by 
Rondout butchers after they are over ten. 
Tke learned doctor Is quite right about the 
mastoid process, the superior maxillary beDe, 
the wisdom tooth, socket, Ac. We find no 
difficulty In believing that tbe female was 
probably Injured while alive, as our butchers 
seldom kill dead sheep, and it is not a very vio­ 
lent supposition that they severed the jugular 
vein and carotid artery, as quito often hap- 
psns In our shambles. 
We deem it due to the public, however, to 
state that there are two other theories. One 
is that the skull is that of a goat, which play­ 
ing on the chimney incautiously tumbling iuto it 
raised such a dust in the soot that he sneezed 
his bead off. While this theory is not to be 
sneezed at, it yet does not satisfy that longing 
of the human breast which causes it to sigh 
for th* wonderful and heartrending. Another 
hypothesis we have heard stated is, that the 
skull is that of the man Dr. Vau Rensselaer 
shot in O’Reilly’s woods. But that was only 
a short time ago, and how was the flesh re­ 
moved so quickly? 
We must here be allowed to express our ad­ 
miration at Dr. Van Rensselaer sitting calmly 
in his study and skillfully yet irrefutably, 
with only a sheep's ekull to work upon, evolv­ 
ing from it a young woman of eighteen or 
twenty. It is thii3 that science commands 
our admiration, and what was once the 
(sheep’s) figure-head of a hoodlum procession 
becomes the connecting link that reveals a 
horrid crime and sets all respectable citizens 
shivering in their beds. But when that In­ 
ner consciousness of Dr. Van Rensselaer once 
gets fairly to work there’s no telling what it 
will produce. 
To show how hard the Sun reporters worked 
to make a sensation, it is well to note that 
the Fancy Anne mentioned didn’t live in the 
house only five weeks and about a year or 
two subsequent to the date of the reported 
visit of the gentlemau and lady to the Man­ 
sion House. The apartments occupied by the 
Vau Bramer famiiy were separated from tho3e 
in which the auimal’s skull was found by an 
entire section and more of the house. 


The H am p to n Students. 
Wc opine the Hampton Students must leave 
this city with very pleasant recollections of 
their reception here. 
Their appearance at 
Music Hall on Saturday afternoon drew out 
large audience, the hall being well tilled—-a 
notable fact, considering that it was a day ex­ 
hibition. The way they were greeted at 
Washington nail in the evening, however, 
partook of the nature of an ovation. The 
rush began before seven o'clock and continu­ 
ed till eight, when the hall was packed with 
as large a crowd as was ever compressed 
within its limits, and many, we were informed, 
were turned away from the doors, being un­ 
able to obtain even standing room. The pro­ 
gramme given was entirely different front that 
of their previous concert, with one or two ex­ 
ceptions, where favorites were retaiued.

Sung by the Hamptons, too, they develop a pow­ 
er, pathos and passion that cannot bo excell­ 
ed. The rest of the programme was of the style 
of religious music and words in vogue among 
the frecdmen, with their oddities, earnestness 
and grotesqueness. The audience greeted 
»earlv every song with long-continued ap­ 
plause, bringing out an additional song each 
time.

Rondout by tb* euphonious appellation of 
Fancy Ann*. Her reputatiou was vile in th* 
extreme, and her rooms were the resort of the 
lowest and most dissolute of th* coramnuity 
of both sexes. Another family named Van 
Bramer, who now lire somewhere in New 
York, also lived in a portion of these tene­ 
ments, and added to the general disrepete of 
the place. In fact, until quite recently tbe 
reputation of the house has been such that re­ 
spectable ladies passiig along tbs street 
would invariably cross to the opposite side­ 
walk and hasten by. Such has been the char­ 
acter of the place where now is brought to 
light this fearful evidence of a terrible «rime. 
The Mansion House at Rondout has long 
enjoyed an excellent reputation as one of the 
best hotels on the line of the Hudson river. 
It is still iu the enjoyment of that deserved 
popularity. A former employee of this house 
tells tho following story t* our reporter, whieh 
may furnish a clue to this dark crime: 
One morniog in tbe latter part of May, or 
early in June, 1870, a gentleman and lady ar­ 
rived at the Mansion House, presumably hav­ 
ing arrived by the boat from New York. The 
gentleman was apparently about forty-fire 
years of age, rather tall and heavy, with a full 
brown beard, and hair of the same color, cut 
short. 
He was genteely dressed In dark 
clothing, wore a gold watch and chain, butno 
other jewelry, and was exceedingly reserved 
and quiet in his manners. The lady was quite 
stylishly dressed. She wore a drab suit,made 
in fashionable style, and elegantly trimmed; a 
neat {little butterfly of a hat; untarnished 
gloves, and a great assortment of rich jewel­ 
ry. She appeared to be young, hardly past 
school-girl age, aud very beautiful.

height was scarcely more than five feet, her 
figure perfectly erect, and her carnage almost 
qteenly. Hor liair was of the prevailing 
bloudo. Tho party had only one satchel be 
tween them.

A U sefu l L ife . 
Saturday last, Feb. 14th, beiug the seventy- 
fourth anniversary of the birth of Gen. Joseph 
Smith of this city, tho day was made the 
occasion of a family dinner party at bis resi­ 
dence on Albany avenue, at which but one 
guest, Mr. James S. McEntee, other thau 
members of the General’s family, was present. 
General Smith came from near Delhi, in Dela­ 
ware county, to Kingston in 1824,since which 
timo he has continued to reside in what is 
now the city. On his arrival in Kingston he 
engaged in mercantile pursuits in a store 
which formerly stood on the corner of East 
Front and John streets, and while so engaged 
the Delaware & Iludsou canal was in course 
of construction, and nearly everything used 
by the contractors of the work and their men, 
all the way from Eddyville to Port Jervis, was 
furnished by General Smith and the firm of 
Peter <fc nenry Sharpe. 
While engaged in 
this business it was mainly through the exer­ 
tions of the General that what is now Wall 
street was opened as a thoroughfare to North 
Front street. Wall street in those days end­ 
ed at the ruins of an old stone house which 
stood about where the Ulster County and 
State of New York Banks now are,and direct­ 
ly across Wall street. Some years ago, where 
the handsome building in which the State of 
New York Bank now thave their banking 
rooms stand, there was a brick building in 
which the firm of Smith <!b Perkins transacted 
business. Upon the establishment of the King­ 
ston Bank; Gonaral Smith became one of its 
officers, aud served for many years in the in­ 
stitution as cashier and :president. He many 
years ago became identified with the temper­ 
ance reform and has continued to bo one of its 
most active and hard working promoters. He 
has been President of tho State Temperance 
Society more than once, if our memory serves 
us correctly, and is now one of the Vice 
Presidents of that organization. lie receives 
his military title from having commanded a 
brigade of militia under the old organization, 
having succeeded General Wynkoopjeince de­ 
ceased, In command of the brigade whose 
headquarters were at Kingston. 
General 
Smith is one of the oldest residents of Kings­ 
ton and a man universally respected, as lie 
deserves to be, having always been among the 
foremost in every movement tending toward 
the improvement of the place, cither tempo­ 
rally or morally, lie was until lately post­ 
master at Kingston, and acknowledged by all 
unprejudiced persons to have been the best 
postmaster who ever held the office. Like all 
dwellers on this earth the General has liad his 
clouds with the sunshine, but he has borne 
his cross with a brave and patient if not al­ 
ways a cheerful spirit; and now by that reason 
of his strength he has passed the three score 
years and ten he “ does not fail to give 
frieudly welcome to new ideas, does not feel 
too old to learn, nor does he lose faith in hu­ 
man nature or belief in the progress of man 
to a better social condition. His sun i3 not 
setting in clouds and darkness, but is going 
down cheerfully in a clear firmament lighted 
up by the glory of God;” 
“ And so beside the silent sea 
He waits the mutfled oar,” 
And long may it be before lie hears the sound 
thereof.
